BE FAIR ABOUT THE DRAFT. 


Alienism appears to be the 
cause of many of the inequalities! 
in the census estimates for the 
draft to which exception 
been taken in both houses of 
congress. Those estimates were 
based chiefly upon the registra- 
tion returns of June 5, last. All 
aliens of draft age were required 
to register, but the law exempts 
them from the draft. The result 
is that those states having a large 
alien population are compelled 
to contribute a large number of

proportion to that part of. the 
population eligible for conscrip- 
tion than the states whose popu- 
lation is made up for the most 
part of the native born or nat- 
uralized. Some of thé states of 
the far west and the New Eng- 
states suffer for this rea- 
son. 

Under the  ¢gircumstances the 
only wonder is that the congress 
should have waited until the 
week of the draft to consider the 
amendment of the law so as to 
make friendly aliens subject to 
conscription. The resolution in- 
troduced by Senator Chamber- 
lain, the chairman of the senate 
committee on military affairs, 
providing for this, has been fa- 
vorably received. Weeks ago we 
urged the adoption of some such 
amendment. Of course we oughe 
not to draft enemy alens or:the 
subjects of countries which are! 
allies of the enemy, but it is now 
to be believed that the govern- 
ments of Great Britain, France 
and Italy will object to the in- 
clusion in the draft of their sub- 
jects who may try on this side 
of the Atlantic to claim kinship 
with “‘the man without a coun- 
try.”’

iple of national obligatory serv- 
jee and men who are here in busi-
